May Install Booster 
Plant at Reservoir 


In order to more adequately furnish 
about five hundred acres of orange 
groves in the vicinity of Grand ave­ 
nue, Cienega avenue and Cypress ave­ 
nue, with irrigating water, the Covina 
Irrigating Company 1B contemplating 
the installing of a booster pump and 
other machinery, at the reservoir on 
San Bernardino road. 
This territory 
Is all above the reservoir, and cannot 
be supplied direct, and is auso out­ 
side of the pipe-line area which Is fed 
from the Baldwin Park steam plant. 


This improvement has been under 
consideration for some time, and Was 
discussed at the lost annual meeting, 
but will probably be definitely settled 
at the regular meeting of the company 
next Wednesday at the local office on 
College street. 
Superintendent ,T. R. 
Elliott said yesterday that ho now 
considered that the project had been 
thoroughly -discussed, and that the 
company was now ready to take some 
kind of action. The scheme Is to in­ 
stall a centrifugal pump and an engine 
at the reservoir, and lift the water in 
a 
pipe-line to the territory now In 
need of it. 


Plenty of water for irrigating Is 
now being received from the gravity 
canyon flow, and \he pump at Baldwin 
Park has not been In use for some 
time. 
The superintendent 
says 
that 
when the Baldwin Park Is again need­ 
ed, which will probably be not before 
July, the second unit will be in com­ 
mission, thus assuring a flow close to 
600 inches, night and day, if needed.

FARM SHOULD BE LOCATED IN VALLEY 


over the prc^aed^n^e^^^Sii^eft, 
'on' citrus fruits opened today's .debate 
on the tariff bill in the bouse., Despite 
the pressing of the bill as rapidiy as 
possible 'by the Democratic 
leaders 
the agricultural schedule, perhaps tho 
vehicle of the last vigorous 
opposi­ 
tion by the minority, had not been 
finished 
at last night's session. 


The 
schedule 
relating to wines, 
spirits, beverages, cotton, wool, silks, 
paper and sundries were all in sight 
early today as likely to be acted upon 
before the close of tonight's session, 
except In the contingency of an un­ 
expectedly protracted struggle against 
free raw wool. 


The 
California 
delegation in the 
house opposes the proposed cutting 
of the rates on lemons, llmeB, oranges 
and 
other 
citrus 
fruits, 
which It 
claims would be Injurious to their 
prosperity and open the gates to the 
foreign Industry. 


The main opposition Is to tho pro­ 
vision that lemons in packages ex­ 
ceeding five cubic feet or in bulk shall 
be taxed one-half of 1 per cent a 
pqund. This is a cut of 50 per cent 
In the present tariff, and the repre­ 
sentatives of the citrus-growing dis­ 
tricts have been on guard against let­ 
ting it pass without strenuous pro­ 
test. 


Attempts by Representatives Know- 
land and Hayes of California to raise 
the rates on figs, raisins and olives 
failed. . 


The citrus fruit paragraph brought 
a flood of amendments from the Re­ 
publicans and the Progressives in the 
California delegation. 
All were defeated. 
Representative 
Ralney of Illinois 
opposed the amendments, 
declaring 
that the lemon industry lli- California 
needed no protection, and that the 
rates in the bill would not Injure the 
California lemon growers. 


"The reason for lowering the rates 
on lemons," charged Mr. Hayes, "Is 
to 
secure the Italian vote in this 
country, It will have no effect on the 
price to the consumer." 


Representative 
Murdock, the Pro­ 
gressive 
leader, 
gave 
notice 
that 
when the administrative provisions of 
the bill are reached he would propose 
an amendment for the creation of a 
'roal, not sham," tariff 
commission. 


"Tho people of the United States," 
declared Murdock, "believe that there 
Is being waged the closely contested 
battle on tho tariff. It is a battle, but 
a sham battle."

With the passage Thursday by the 
state legislature of the bill appropriat­

ment station In Southern 
California,

tion of $60,000 for lands and for $25,- 
000 for additional buildings and main­ 
tenance, will nlso become ratified nets. 


The Ellis bill Just pnssed, 
opens 
the wedge that will probably 
make

sured fact. The station, which will In 
reality be maintained for t,he diversi­ 
fied study of all seml-troplc plnnt life, 
but with cltruB fruits and wnluutB in 
the foreground, will be of great value 
to tho tillers Qf tho soil this Bldo of 
tho Tehachapl, as well as the state In 
general. 


The bill, which specifically 
states 
the purpose of this now college, says 
that it coi^ bo placed In any of tho 
counties of Los Angeles, 
Riverside, 
San Bernardino, Imperial, Ventura or 
Santa Barbara. It will be run In con­ 
nection with tho agricultural work of 
the University of California, and Prof. 
11. J. Webber, lately from Cornell uni­ 
versity, will be at the head of It. Dr. 
Webber has already been In California 
for about six months, studying tho 
citrus situation. 


A great deal of pressure is ex» 
pected to be brought to bear to es­ 
tablish this station near the city of 
Riverside, and there Is also 
some 
work being done to have It In the 
Whlttler district. Southern California 
experts in the citrus business, how- 
over, are Inclined to believe that these 
two places would bo unfit 
locations 
for citrus experiments. Riverside has 
proved to be too cold for successful 
experiments nt the station which tho 
state already maintains there. 
Prac­ 
tically all tho work of eoch year since 
tho station was established has boon 
destroyed by frost. 
Whlttler already 
now hna a largo experiment station. 


Tho growers of the upper San Ga­ 
briel valley, comprising the dlstrlotB 
of Covina, Sim Dlmas, Glendorn. Azu­ 
sa, lrwlndale, and Charter Oak, tool 
strongly that the station should be 
placed Bomewhere In this valley. Tho 
best conditions for the growing of cit­ 
rus fruits of any In the state obtain 
In tho uppor San Gabriel valley. 


Sovornl 
prominent 
ranchers 
havo 
kept In touch with the situation, and 
havo voiced the hope that local or­ 
ganizations In Covina might be In- 
duced to make a fight for the estab­ 
lishing of tho station In this valley.

QUARANTINE LAW FOR 


PROTECTION OF OROWER3. 


Walter C. O'Kane has written a 
comprehensive article In the May Re­ 
view of Reviews on "The Federal 
Plant Quarantine." 
He tells of the 
essentials of the new law as follows: 


Finally, on AugUBt 20, 1912, a really 
comprehensive, 
effective 
and 
well- 
planned bill, styled the plant quaran­ 
tine act, received the necessary sup­ 
port and became a law. 


The fundamentals of this excellent 
measure have to do with four dis­ 
tinct topics: 


First, a definite safeguard Is placed 
around Incoming nursery stock. 


Second, the same 
provisions are 
made possible, where needed, In the 
case of Imported fruits, 
vegetables, 
seeds, and various plant products. 


Third, the secretary of agriculture 
is authorized t o declare an absolute 
quarantine against foreign 
countries 
and 
applying t o specific 
plants o r 


plant products where such quarantine 
is deemed essential to prevent the in­ 
troduction or establishment of a dan­ 
gerous insect or disease. 


Fourth, a precisely similar domestic 
quarantine is authorized against states 
or parts of states and In favor of the 
remainder of the United States when­ 
ever by no doing an insect or dis­ 
ease not yet widely distributed may 
be repressed or apiu'eclably held * 
n 


check. 


The measure provides for the crea­ 
tion of a federal horticultural board 
of five members, appointed by the sec­ 
retary of agriculture from employees 
of the bureau of entomology, the bu­ 
reau of plant industry, and the forest 


service. 
The board has no explicit 
administrative function, but virtually 
carries out the provisions of the act, 
drawing up needed regulations, hold­ 
ing the public hearings that are a 
requisite preliminary to any quaran­ 
tine, and otherwise representing the 
secretary in supervising the machin­ 
ery of the measure. The penalty for 
violation of any of the regulations is 
Ing $500, or impHsonmpnt not axceed- 
flxed by the act at a fine not exceed­ 
ing one year, or both.

Crimson White Slaves. 


Girls are sometimes induced to leave respectable homes, after­ 
wards to fall into sin—this is too time. The path into sin, however, 
5s not covered in a single bound, as some of thet star witnesses in 
actions against the white slave traffic would have you believe. 


If you read the "confessions" of the young lady who has flamed 
like n poinscttia in all the cafes of the early-morning variety, you will 
come to the conclusion that somebody stole into her home in the dead 
of night, bound and gagged her, and transported her to a house of 
immorality, where she was kept a prisoner until the months and 
years had rendered her apathetic, sunken in shame. 


Cases where girls have been shanghaied into a life of immorality 
are so rare that the police will tell you such cases do not exist. 
Every scarlet woman has a story of her downfall. If she told the 
truth, the beginning would probably be back in the old home village, 
where she was trusted too fondly by her mother during those forma­ 
tive years when the woman within her was beginning to stir, a time 
•when she needed close watching, not because she was bad, but be­ 
cause she was too young to study closely the laws of right and wrong. 
And,, if the mother will tell the truth, she will admit that she had her 
eyes shut at a very critical time in her daughter's life. 


The word "white slave" lias been appearing frequently in the Los 
Angeles papers of late. So far as concerns the cases before the 
grand jury, the term 
"white slave" is probably a misnomer. The 
people will probably learn that no girl has been purchased; no girl 
has been lured away against her will, in the sense that first originated 


the 
term "white slave." A white slave, in police parlance, is a girl 
who has been taken from a vessel at the dock as she comes here to 
make her home in a strange country, unprotected, ignorant, confused, 
trusting, or whose position in life has otherwise been taken advantage 
of by persons making a business of procuring girls for this traffic. 


But the crimson Camille of the all-night cafe, whose eyes glitter 
over the wine-glass at the rather portly, thin-haired btisiness man^ 
is in that cafe, at that hour, because some equally irresponsible youth 
taught her the tortuous path of primroses in the days Avhen her 
mother was wondering what material to use for the graduation 
dress, 


If a portly, thin-hairdd business man can be found who would 
lead a pure young girl into a cafe and teach her to drink wine, he 
whould be stood against a wall and be fehot, preferably by the male 
relatives of the girl. But, my good people, this, is really so rare an 
occurrence that it probably > would, result in something almost aji

No, the crimson whifre slaves."are evolved through' years., From 
the mother who 'neglects her child to. the womanvvvho laughs and 
leads. th,e girl on, the cause of the girl's ruin remains largely in the 
. hands of her own sex. "Why will a man pass nine hundred and ninety- 
nine women on the street with nothing in his demeanor but a de­ 
tached and humble deference, and stop in the presence of the 
thoiisauth woman, there to say and do things that did not before enter 
his mind? 
Look in the face of the girl for the answer. 


The man who sits in a cafe in the early morning with one of these 
girls should bo blamed for his part in the affair, but the whole sordid 
ease, from the time of graduation dresses to the night when he and 
she 
1'are both in the hands of the police, should not be charged up 
to him. 


•The man in the ease is guilty of an immorality. 
But, partners in 
crime with him are those who sinned in omission as well as commis­ 
sion, back in those days when men classed her among the nine hundred 
and ninety-nine, and not as the thousandth woman. 


The Sacramento Dust-Throwera. 


While the anti-alien bill keeps the political atmosphere pulsating 
"with excitement, other bills are slumbering in committee at Sacra­ 
mento, there to remain safely until the session shall have come to a 
close. 


One, for instance, is the amendment to the Torrens net, which 
makes practicable a law now on the statutes, enabling a property- 
owner to get a clear title to his land for a matter of seventy-five cents, 
Jnstead of paying from thirty to two hundred dollars and more. 


The Argus has mentioned this Torrens act amendment several 
times, because it seems to be peculiarly applicable to small community 
development. By the passage* of the amendment, the owner of a 
house-lot in Coviua can receive clear title b y going to t h e county 
court-house, where he will b e charged at most less than a dollar for 
the same work that the title and abstract companies charge thirty 
dollars for. 
The law works well in Kansas, and other states. 


By a peculiar coincidence, N . \ W Thompson and L e e Gates, sen­ 
ators from Southern California, are in the employ of one of t h e title 
and abstract companies in Los Angeles, and their names are found in 
brass letters on the desks iu the offices of this great company. 
They 
sit at their desks sometimes, when the state legislature is not in 
session. 


A few of the senators at this session, not properly handled iu 
advance, have been attempting to get this amendment to the Torrens 
act out of committee and up for consideration. 
Therefore, something 
must be done to distract their attention and incidentally the atten­ 
tion of the people. 
So, comes N. W. Thompson as joint-author of 
the anti-alien bill, aimed at the Japanese, which produces a furore 
that dwarfs every other act before the august body of law-makers. 
This anti-alien bill, although magnified iu importance all out of pro­ 
portion to its real significance, has proved a godsend to those senators 
who were beginning to get worried over certain acts that they had 
been instructed must not become laws. But the dust from the anti- 
alien scrap has successfully hidden the Torrens act amendment, and 
Thompson can feel comparatively sure that the session will eome to 
an end with the Torrens act still drugged in committee. 


So, who is the goat? 
Answer—tin- people. You can call your 
leaders Progressives, or anything you like. The class of shrewd bunk 
that they hand out to the people is the same. There have been a few 
men like Thompson at Sacramento, who have allowed an appalling 


stream of bills to become laws, but who have put the soporific sleep­ 
ing-powder to those bills which affected the office where is the brass 
name-plate. 


Gentlemen, it is said that you kicked the Southern Pacific out of 
polities. 
Why not do the pame for. the title and abstract companies, 
which make millions out of 'the people, and millions which are nothing 
more than downright robbery? 


The Elimination of Land-Barons. 


Executor TJnruh and Attorney Bradner W. Lee, after four years 
of work, have succeeded" in effecting the distribution of the "Lucky" 
Baldwin estate, and the probate judge praised them for the manner 
in which they handled a very intricate problem. 


We, who live on the edge of this great estate, join the judge in 
registering approval of the clean, sane and businesslike methods of 
these men who held in trust a dead man's millions. 


Here was a problem in probate that was almost a precedent. An 
estate roughly estimated by the attorneys before the court to be 
worth about four millions at the time of the turfman's death, ad­ 
vanced in value so rapidly in the four years that it probated for close 
to twenty-five millions. 
Subdivision of lands on this vast/estate 
made the valuations soar. 
These subdivisions were handled by the 
shrewd Mr. Unruh, who was the business man of the Baldwin proper­ 
ties from the first, and not Mr. Baldwin. 
What a difference Mr. 
Unruh would have made in the advancement of properties in the 
vicinity of the La Puente rancho if he had had the authority to do so 
years ago! 


And if Mr. Baldwin, in the last years of his life, had been of the 
mind to improve these vast lands, Covina would" have been a much 
different place at this writing. 
Covina has grown more since Mr. 
Baldwin's death than in the twenty years previous to it. 


If communities are so unfortunate as to be surrounded by the 
holdings of great land-barons, the growth will be tedious. It is the 
small land-owner that creates wealth that is distributed. 
That is one 
reason why we have always said that we could.not welcome million­ 
aires to Covina without mental reservations. A hundred men owning 
a thousand acres is a condition much more to be desired than one 
man owning a thousand acres.

SEWER BILL BECOMES A LAW 


AND CITIES MAY PROCEED WITH LINES 


One of the most Important bills- be- 


. 
fore the present session of the legis­ 
lature, judged from its effect on the 
interests of Covlna, was passed this 
week, when the public'utilities dis­ 
trict act received a favorable vote of 
the state senate, and Is now in the 
governor's hands. 


This measure," drawn by Senator 
Carr of Pasadena, with the help of 
the city attorneys from most of the 
cities in the San Gabrifil valley, and 
jointly presented in the two branches 
of the legislature by Senators 
Carr 
and Gates, provides the legal form by 
means of which the outfall sewer for 
the San Gabriel valley may bo con 
structed and operated. 


By the terms of the bill, no city can 
join in a public utilities district with 
other cities for any purpose 
except 
upon a favorable vote of the citizens, 
while before any bonds are Issued by 
the district the usual two-thirds vote 
of the people Is necessary. The ad­ 
ministration of the work Is entrusted 
to a board of directors with the rep­ 
resentatives from every city, the larg­ 
er places having a slightly greater In­ 
fluence. The directors will leave the 
greater part of the detail to a com­ 
mission of three, reserving the general 
supervision. It is expected that un­ 
der this plan, while the Interests of 
©very citizen will be protected, an effi­ 
cient machinery has been 
provided, 
which can be used not only for the 
sewer, but for water, gas, electricity, 
transportation, garbage disposal, parks 
and, In fact, any activity which could 
better be carried on by the co-opera­ 


tion of cities than through the efforts 
of any Bingle muulclpalilty. 


Leading members of the Inter-City 
Commission, which has been particu­ 
larly working for thie passage of this 
act, state that t h e sewer question is 
pressing in many of the cities, and 
that the bill will shortly be tried o u t 
The county board of »upei4isor3 has 
recently 
made it known t h a t 
they 
will not allow more sewer *farms to 
be established in the county, outside 
of city limits, although very few cities 
have enough territory to permit them 
to include the necessary works. Cess­ 
pools still prevail In most of the small 
er cities, a system which has been 
proven very unsanitary, as well as 
expensive. It is estimated that by co­ 
operating, the cities can dispose of 
their sewage, not only more effective 
ly, but cheaper, 
since t h e cost of 
treatment 
works 
does not increase 
proportionately with their size, a con 
dltlon which Is also true of mains 
and rights, of way. 


In the plan of the San Gabriel val 
ley cities, the state board of health 
and the grand Jury are cooperating, 
Bince these bodies feel that the pro­ 
posed trunkllne outfall sewer and the 
sea Is the most practical and sanitary 
way to B;-'ve this pressing problem 
Extensive surveys which were made 
by Olmsted & Glllelen, consulting en 
glneers for the cities, have 
shown 
that the outfall sower is entirely prac­ 
ticable, and now that the necessary 
legal means has been provided, it is 
oxpected 
that steps will shortly be 
taken to bring the IBSUO of the build 
ing of the sewer before the people

" R n r e Ben Juuson," w h o is admired 
by everybody und read by nobody, w a s 
a distinctly u n p l e a s a n t individual w h o 
b a d few real frieudn d u r i n g nix life­ 
time. A good m a n y people pretended 
to like h i m and enjoy hU society be­ 
c a u s e tbey w e r e afraid of him. H e w a s 
not only vindictive w i t h bis pen, b u t he 
w a s quick t o imagine insults or slights 
a n d w a s prone to resent t h e m with his 
fists.
